Hollywood. — 'rhere are ways and 
ways of making a horse fall for the 
movies. 
I 
One is the outlawed “running VV.” 
I Tills, if you can believe the whis­ 
pered confidences of the old Holly- 
: wood cowhands, is still used furtive­ 
ly in some of the cheaper western 
1 pictures. Tile method Ls simple, ef- 
: fective, and cruel. 
A long wire is 
j used. 
One end is staked down, the 
other tied to the horse’s foot. Driv- 
i en off at a gallop, the animal comes 
j to the end of his rope — and goes 
down. 
He may or may not be in­ 
jured. 
Riders Often Hurt 
Another way is the “pit fall.” Dig 
a ditch, three or four feet deep, cov­ 
er it with a loose camouflage of 
grass, and ride the horse over it. 
I He’ll fall. all right. (Tile number of 
{horses fatally Injured in tills way in 
{"The Charge of the Light Brigade” 
j was two. possibly three, according to 
various sources.

A third method is through tile use 
of trained stunt horses and stunt 
i riders. 
There are horses here that
